Administrative 


On August 15, 2006, NCAVC per 
regarding the suspicious death of Rev Ri vera, di 
BPD requested that NCAVC personnel examine a letter left on Ri eras work desk and provide 
asy possible meaning or conection it may bave to his death, Doc cuments provided to NC AVC 
for consideration on this case included a copy of the le ser, å one page I sohice report summarizing 
the investigation, and a copy of a criminal compliant filed against Rivera's employer by the 
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United States Securities and Exchange Comm vission (SEC). The autopsy report, crime scene 
'olice reports and media releases were not provided for this analysis.

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Case Summary 


On May 17, 2006, Rey Rivera was reported missing by his wife at 3:00 PM. 
Rivera was last seen at his home at approxius ately 5:30 PM on May 16, 2006 by å female 
est. He was wearing a black and white pum: Jac ket, pants and driving a black, 2001 
ishi Mor atero, Maryland License Plate 495M048. Rivera was working on his computer, 
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, ånd ran out his backdoor. Rivera's wife made several unsucceastul attempts to 
locate him in the area. She has been the primary source of information for BPD on this 
investigation. 

On May 22, 2006, family members located the 2001 Mitsubishi Montero in à 
PMS parking lot adjacent to the Belvedere Hotel in Baltimore, Marylaod. Rivera had apparently 
fell to his death and his body was discovered I ina vacant area of the hotel. The only way to gain 
access to the upper floor of the hotel is by climbing a ladder. Rivera's body was found face- -up 
and decomposed, The medical examiner listed Rivera's cause and manner of death as 
undetermined. 


Rivera's wife gave police consent ta search their] home and his computer was 
collected as evidence, This computer ha as n ot t been analyzed by forensic examiners to date, 
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Rivera's employer, 
concerns and sent other em loyees rome affer Rivera's di isappearance b6 
refused to answer questions about Rivera during his interview. b7C 


BPD confirmed that Rivera was not à subject of the SEC's investigation. Rivera لاد‎

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The letter provided to the NCAVC for analysis was found on Rivera's desk with 
other paperwork. It was contained in a document protector and had been reduced in size, most 
hkely by a copy machine. 


Victimology 


When assessing violent crimes, an in-depth study ofthe victim's personality traits, 
lifestyle choices and living environment can contribute to the offender's identification. The 
results of this study is typically referred to as "Victimology". Victimology is especially important 
in equivocal death cases. Factors that can effect Victimology include economic status, places 
frequented, criminal history, mental health history, drug/aicohol consumption history, and sexual 
habits. This data also provides predictive information concemung how the victim would react 
when confronted by a violent offender. Victims are typical! yo charact erized as low, moderate, or 
high risk based upon factors including. those mentioned above. 


Based upon the information provided by BPD, BAU assesses Rivera's personal 
risk to be low. The information provided by B PD during the consulta ion did not elevate 
Rivera's risk to be a victim of violent crime. Is should be noted that victim risk level can change 
as additional investigative mformation becomes available. 


Rivera was born in Puerto Rico, recently married his wife, and move d from 
Califomia to Maryland. Rivera was developing a production cor mpany, coached water polo at the 
U.S. Naval Academy, and worked for in an investment company. b6 


According to police interviews with family members, Rivera had no known physical or mental b7C 
illness. Rivera made a comment in the presence of others that he believed the Church of 
Scientology ran the west coast film industry and the Masons ran the east coast film industry. 


BPD reported that. Rivera's autopsy did not detect the presence of drugs in his 
system, His body was too deco: imposed t to determine if he had recently inges ite ted : alcohol. Rivera's 
wife fold olice that. he would not have committed suicide and they were making plans for the

Overall, Rivera and his wife seemed to be happy in their marriage. bic 


Rivera had recently borrowed $15,000 to support his production company. He did 
not owe a large amount of money and appeared to be financially stable. 


Rivera frequented the Belvedere Hotel with family and friends. Two bartenders at 
the hotel knew him, bat did not see him the night of his disappearance. 


According to BPD's investigation, there were no puns available in Rivera's 
residence.

suffered from a recent head injury. drug or alcohol abuse, or a psychotic disorder. 

agreed that the overall themes and specific b6 
language in this Telfer are consistent with someone who suffers from a delusional disorder or bie 
bipolar disorder. Delusional disorder is aps hotic disorder featuring a persistent belief contary 


to reality. 


Criteria for delusional disorder includes the following: 


1. Nonbizare delusions for one month or longer 
2. Functioning is not markedly impaired apart from delusions, 


3. Any mood episodes which have occurred at the same time have been brief 
relative to the delusional periods. 


4, The disturbat ance is not due to the direct physiological effects of a medical 
condition, raedication, or abused drugs.

In this particular case, the mental illness suf 
virtually undetected by family, friends and cowor 
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Subtypes of delusional disorder include erotomanic, grandiose, jealous, 

persecutory, and somatic. IM he 9 author of this letter most likely suffers from persecutory 
deln sional disorder. This type of disorder involves believing 'oneself is being malevolendy 
treated in some fashion. l ۱ 
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slusional disorders are relatively rare affecting 24-30 people o out of ever 
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100,000 in n the general population, The onset of delusional disorder Is relatively late with the 
average age of first admission into a psychiatric facility occurring between ages 40 and 49. 
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The wriling in this letter is also consistent with someone who s sufiers : from a 

bipolar disorder. This assumption is based on the flight of ideas that cou id have been written by 
someone experiencing an untreated manic episode. Persons suffering from a bipolar di sorder 
often have serious medical problen IS, elevate dm 300d, take part in risky behavior (incl tudes 
reckless sex), and suffer rom depress ion. Bipolar disorders typically, but not always, develop in 
the early to late teens and often go undetected for several years. Sui cide accounts for y ap to 20 
percent of deaths in Sever € bipolar iline OSS. Approx imately 90 percent of suicide victims have a 
psychiatr ric disturbance, Betw een 45-70 percent of such patients, depending on the study, may 
have been diagnosed with a mood disorder such as depression or bipolar illness. 


The thinking in this letter is disorganized, and to a lesser extent, it is consistent 
with someone who suffers from schizophrenia. Features of schizophrenia include de SIONS, as 
well as, hallucinations, disorganized speech, grossly disorganized or catatonic behavior, 

neglecte d self-care, and persistence for at least six months. Between 10-15 percent of individuals 
with schiz oph renta die from suicide,
